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Inspectors say hospital 
‘requires improvement' 


THE Chief Inspector of Hospitals in Eng¬ 
land has said the services provided by 
Yeovil District Hospital require improve¬ 
ment following an inspection by the Care 
Quality Commission. 

A team of CQC inspectors and specialist advisors 
spent three days inspecting Yeovil District Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust during March this year be¬ 
fore giving it a rating of “requires improvement”. 
Full reports of the inspection including ratings for 
all core services are available online at 
http://www.cqc.org.uk/provider/RA4, but it should 
be noted that at the time of the inspection the hos¬ 
pital was on black alert, which meant that services 
were extremely busy and capacity was stretched in 
every area. This affected the care delivered in some 
areas. 

Professor Ted Baker, deputy chief inspector of 
hospitals, said: “During the inspection we found 
that Yeovil District Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust was working hard with other organisations 
to improve the services offered to the local com¬ 
munity. 

“We found a highly committed workforce who 
put their patients at the centre of care. We saw 
some examples of very good practice which in¬ 
cluded the stroke buddying group and the ways in 
which maternity staff were involving vulnerable 
young women in maternity care. 

“However, we also found an emergency depart¬ 
ment which was not responsive to the needs of pa¬ 
tients when it was under pressure. We were also 
concerned to find that young adult patients were 
placed on a young persons’ unit within the chil¬ 
dren’s ward - so much so that we needed to raise 
this during the inspection. 

“We found that the trust was responsive to our 
concerns and they made immediate arrangements 
to ensure that children were properly safeguarded. 


“Although the trust needs to ensure that there are 
enough staff to meet the needs of patients at peri¬ 
ods of high demand, it is for the Board of the trust 
to determine whether this is best achieved through 
additional recruitment, or it can be achieved 
through changes to the existing model of care. 

“In planning for the future, the trust must con¬ 
tinue to work closely with primary care services 
and the wider healthcare economy to ensure that 


people living in the Yeovil area get consistently 
high quality care - whether in hospital or at home.” 

The inspection team found that staff were caring, 
respectful and considerate. Staff were proud to 
work at Yeovil as part of a hospital-based commu¬ 
nity in which staff worked together to try to meet 
the needs of patients. 

The emergency department was experiencing 
continued pressure and services had not kept pace 


with the demand. Some patients had to wait too 
long for an initial clinical assessment. 

The report added that most areas of the hospital 
were visibly clean although equipment was not al¬ 
ways stored in a way which reduced the risk of in¬ 
fection. 

A Yeovil hospital spokesman has said that they 
were already looking at improving things identi¬ 
fied in the report.

DEVON County Councillor for Ottery St Mary, 
Claire Wright, has written to the Chief Executive 
of Lloyds Bank asking him not to shut the town's 
branch. 

Councillor Wright's letter read: “I was dismayed 
to read the news this morning (July 28th) about 
your decision to close 200 branches of Lloyds 
Bank with a loss of 3,000 jobs." 

Lloyds have not yet released the list of which 
branches nationwide could be shut, but, following 
the recent closure of Lloyds Bank in Colyton, 
under the pretence that "89 per cent of personal 
customers were already using other branches, 
namely Seaton", many residents fear for the Ot¬ 
tery branch.

From the editor's chair 

Domestic abuse worrying trend 



ONE of the plus-factors of living in Pulman’s 
Country is that we live in a virtually crime-free 
area - or do we? Is anywhere crime-free these 
days? Probably not. 

This is still a revelatively safe area in which 
to live and bring up our children. We may not 
leave our back doors open any more, but crime 
does not feature high on the list of people’s 
greatest concerns. 

But policing resources are increasingly under 
pressure. We rarely if ever see a Bobby on The 
Beat any more. Police stations are no longer ac¬ 
cessible to the public to the same degree that 
they used to be. Front offices have disappeared 
and you now have to press a button outside the 
police station to talk to someone miles away. 

Police cover at night is also a thing of the past, 
with rapid response units dealing with emer¬ 
gencies across the area. 

But still the reported crimes are not exces¬ 
sively worrying. In Axminster, for example, 
there were 42 crimes during June compared 
with 28 in 2015. 

However, we report one very worrying sta¬ 
tistic this week: 13 of these 42 crimes were for 
assaults mainly generated by domestic vio¬ 
lence. 


Devon and Cornwall Police have said officers 
are working hard to support the victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse. 

Each year around 2.1 million suffer some form 
of domestic abuse in England and Wales and it 
would seem that no area is immune to this. 

Seven women every month are killed in this 
country by a current or former partner. More 
than 100,000 people in the UK are at high and 
imminent risk of being murdered or seriously 
injured as a result of domestic abuse. 

Whilst we should not discard this worrying 
trend, if you take out the assault incidents from 
the local figures, Pulman’s Country is not a 
hotbed of crime. 

■ Whilst mentioning Axminster Town Council, 
I have not always been generous in my praise 
of the council in this column. 

But they deserve a collective pat on the back 
for receiving a special award from East Devon 
District Council for their “outstanding support 
for the local community”, in particular for The 
Project, Axminster Care Service and Axmin¬ 
ster Job Club. 

Councils working in tandem with volunteers 
usually have a successful outcome.

AXMINSTER 
Concern over surge 
in violent crime 

POLICE have revealed that domestic abuse is be¬ 
hind a surge in violent crime in Axminster. 

The revelation comes after June crime statistics 
showed an unusually high number of various as¬ 
saults being reported to police causing raised 
eyebrows when the police report for June was de¬ 
livered at Axminster Town Council last month. 

It revealed that a total of 42 crimes had been 
recorded, 13 of them being assaults (nine assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm and four com¬ 
mon assault). 

The figure of 42 compares to 28 for June in 2015. 

No breakdown was offered to indicate where and 
when the incidents took place or if witnesses 
were sought to any of the cases. 

June's report was written by a local officer un¬ 
able to attend the 
meeting, meaning 
councillors were un¬ 
able to ask questions. 

A spokesperson from 
Devon and Cornwall 
Police said: "Axminster 
is still a very safe place 
to live and residents 
are extremely unlikely 
to be a victim of crime 
in the area." 

Axminster Mayor 
Councillor Paul Hay¬ 
ward added that he will 
speak to staff from Po¬ 
lice and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Alison 
Hernandez's office 
when they visit 
Axminster on Friday 
August 5th for a public 
surgery between 
12noon and 2pm at 
Tesco. 


“No affordable 
housing needed at 
development" 

DISTRICT planners are standing firm, insisting that 
a 20-house development in Seaton can go ahead 
without any provision for affordable housing. 

Last month East Devon District Council's (EDDC) 
Development Management Committee deferred a 
planning application for 20 houses on Harbour 
Road without affordable housing. The deferral 
came after pressure from Seaton Town Council. 

But, having produced a further report, EDDC 
planners insist that the development can go 
ahead without affordable housing. 

The applicants say the viability of the wider res¬ 
idential scheme remains in deficit - largely be¬ 
cause of fill costs for the raising of site levels - 
which is why affordable housing is not financially 
viable for the 20-house scheme. 

The Development Management Committee will 
meet today to make a decision.

The council was awarded runner up in the Em¬ 
ployer of People with Disability category at the 
National Learning Disabilities and Autism Awards. 

Somerset County Council was recognised for the 
support it provides to people with learning diffi¬ 
culties to find meaningful work and for the number 
of people that have been appointed roles within the 
council. 

Successful appointments include positions in the 
facilities management team, transport in Somerset 
team, and in catering roles in the canteens, both at 
County Hall and at Six Acres - a centre for people 
with learning disabilities in Taunton.

“Mostly I would like to thank Wayne, Gavin, 
Melissa, Dean, Laura, Lelix and Michael who we 
employ with support from Aspire, who have 
shown us over the last year, here at Somerset 


County Council, that employing and working with 
people with a learning disability is no big deal for 
us as an employer, but a huge life contribution for 
tern. 

“We would urge companies and businesses all 
over Somerset to consider and do more to support 
these potentially key members of the workforce.” 

Somerset County Council also fund and support 
the work of Aspire, an employment support 
provider for adults with learning disabilities, who 
help them move into paid employment. 

Aspire gives people the training they need to be¬ 
come employable as well as providing on-going 
support to help them keep their jobs and further 
their careers. 

Councillor William Wallace, Cabinet member for 
adults services, said: “I am extremely pleased and 
proud of the work that Somerset County Council 
have done in supporting a number of young people 
and adults with learning disabilities into positions 
of work, both here at the council and across the 
wider community.

Goverment delays Hinkley 
development until autumn 


THE Hinkley Point C development has been de¬ 
layed until earlier autumn following a surprise an¬ 
nouncement from the UK government. 

French firm EDF, which is financing most of the 
£18billion Hinkley Point project in Somerset and 
is partly owned by the French government, ap¬ 
proved the funding at a board meeting on last 
week. 

However, Theresa May’s government said they 
needed to review the project. 

The Hinkley Point C Nuclear Plant, would be the 
first of its type to be built on UK soil for 20 years, 
but has been hit with constant delays and high pro¬ 
file resignations most notably from the EDF board 
of directors. 

EDF say that the plant would bring 25,000 jobs 
to the local area. 

A spokesperson for the energy company said: 
“The construction and operation of Hinkley Point 
C will create thousands of employment and ap¬ 
prenticeship opportunities in a broad range of oc¬ 
cupations and careers. Opportunities will include 
construction, civil engineering, electrical installa¬ 
tion, hospitality, catering, logistics, security, site 
services, support roles and others over the coming 
years. 

“When complete, Hinkley Point C will also have 
an expected workforce of nearly a thousand people 
who will be needed to run the Power station 
throughout its 60 year operation.” 

Following the government’s announcement that 
it would be reviewing the detail of the Hinkley 
Point C project, the Somerset Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has reiterated its confidence in the develop¬ 
ment, adding that this latest delay will give more 
local businesses an opportunity to get involved. 

Dale Edwards, chief executiveof the chamber, 
said: “The unexpected announcement regarding a 
government review will no doubt be very frustrat¬ 
ing for the many businesses that have been await¬ 
ing the green light from EDF. 

“However, we were very much encouraged by 
the fact that EDF’s long-awaited final investment 
decision demonstrates a significant vote of confi¬ 
dence in the local, regional and national supply 
chain being ready, willing and able to deliver this 
major infrastructure project. We remain positive 
that the project will go ahead. 

“This is a huge opportunity - it is likely to be the 
biggest construction project in Europe - and hav¬ 
ing a little more time for suppliers to ensure they 
are fully prepared is no bad thing, as well as po¬ 
tentially giving more local firms an opportunity to 
get involved in the supply chain activity. 

“Already we have five local supplier groups an¬ 
nounced as preferred bidders for contracts with a

value of around £225million, involving over 20 
local and regional businesses. Contracts to the 
value of £50million have already been awarded 
and are being delivered by almost 200 suppliers in 
Somerset, with another £58million worth of con¬ 
tracts currently with suppliers across the South 
West, so the economic benefits for the region are 
already being realised. 

“We understand that Theresa May and the new 
cabinet want to go over the details of the contract, 
but it is important that we get a decision quickly 
to avoid any long term uncertainty, not only for the 
economic resilience of the region but also for the 
country’s long term energy security. A strong mes¬ 
sage that the UK and particularly the South West 
is open for business needs to be communicated, to 
instil the confidence that will have been dented fol¬ 
lowing the government’s decision to delay. 

“In the meantime, the Somerset Chamber’s Hink¬ 
ley Supply Chain Team will continue to work with 
EDF, its Tier 1 contractors and the businesses reg¬ 
istered on the portal to ensure that as many local 
businesses benefit from the project as possible.” 

Hinkley Point C is expected to boost the South 
West regional economy by £100million per year 
during the peak of the construction period, boost¬ 
ing business capability and productivity, improv¬ 
ing skills levels in the workforce, and attracting 
high quality firms to the region. 

The Somerset Chamber of Commerce manages 
the Hinkley supply chain portal and is the first 
point of contact for Somerset and South West busi¬ 
nesses wishing to engage in the construction of the 
proposed nuclear new build project.

Urgent appeal to fund medical 
treatment for British Bulldog 



POPPY is no ordinary 
British Bulldog-cross - 
but she is in need of ur¬ 
gent medical help and at¬ 
tention which could cost 
£4,000. 

She has an extraordi¬ 
nary zest for life which is 
really quite inexplicable 
given the pain she has 
been putting up with for 
quite some time. 

In addition to this, poor 
Poppy has also been 
passed from pillar to post 
by a series of owners in 
her three years’ of life, al¬ 
lowing her illnesses to go 
untreated and the severity 
of her pain to go undetected, until her arrival at Feme 
Animal Sanctuary on the outskirts of Chard. 

“Poppy really stands out as one of the most adorable, 
friendly and loving dogs we have ever cared for at 
Feme,” said animal care manager Tara. 

“She has never had a permanent home or family, has 
lived with excruciating pain and yet she just doesn’t 
have a bad side to her. 

“It’s as though she’s put her total trust in us to make 
her better, wagging her tail even as we give her medi¬ 
cine or take her to the Vets. Without a doubt, she has 
won all of our hearts here.” 

Soon after her arrival, it turned out that finding a 
home for Poppy - pictured here with Luke Bennett of 
Feme Animal Sanctuary - was the least of her prob¬ 
lems as the staff’s suspicions about ligament problems 
in her hind legs were confirmed. It also transpired that 
these were very serious, not least as one ligament had 
already ruptured, causing much pain for quite some 
time. 

Additionally, she also has problems in both knees, 
her hips and her spine. Without treatment, there is no 
doubt the only option would be putting her to sleep, as 


she could not live a life of any comfort or longevity as 
she is currently. 

Thankfully, however, all her conditions are treatable, 
allowing Poppy to have a pain free, happy and long 
life, but at a cost. 

Veterinary surgeon Samantha Lane said: “Poppy has 
multiple orthopaedic injuries but is a happy and loving 
dog considering the amount of pain she must be in. 
She has had multiple homes in her short life and al¬ 
though we are unable to get her veterinary history, I 
believe that her orthopaedic disease is the reason she 
has had so many homes.” 

Feme has undertaken to fund Poppy’s first operation 
this week, to relieve some of her immediate pain. 

However, after that she will still require subsequent 
operations, medication for inflammation and pain, 
physiotherapy and hydrotherapy to strengthen her 
muscles and joints, which will cost approximately 
£4,000.

Somerset joins appeal for more 
funding for social care services 


SOMERSET County Council is joining a nationwide 
call for more funding for social care services. 

It is supporting lobbying by the national Association 
of Directors of Adult Social Services (ADASS) to ad¬ 
dress the shortfall in funding for adult social care 
services. 

The service provides vital care and support for older 
and vulnerable people, including social work support, 
care home and nursing placements, and care in the 
home. 

A research report published by ADASS highlights 
that the two per cent tax precept to fund adult social 
care will generate less than two thirds of the funding 
needed to cover the introduction of the national living 
wage this year. 

In Somerset, the two per cent tax precept introduced 
in April will raise £3.8million in 2016/17 but the extra 
cost of the living wage is estimated to cost £5 ^mil¬ 
lion. this leaves the county council with a funding 
shortfall of £1.4million on top of increasing demand 
for adult social care services. 


ADASS state that there is a national funding gap of 
around £940million just to keep services operating at 
the same level as last year. 

Councillor William Wallace, cabinet member for 
adult social care, said: “We fully support the national 
call for fairer funding for adult social care services 
from central government. 

“Year on year we have seen an increase in the num¬ 
ber of people needing support from our services and 
we simply don’t have the funding to cover the costs. 

“We are working hard to make efficiencies and 
manage demand for our services but with the in¬ 
creased cost of the national living wage and with 
more people needing costly support, it is extremely 
challenging to balance our budget. 

“We welcome ADASS ’ research report and it’s lob¬ 
bying of government to recognise that we need in¬ 
vestment in our adult social care services to provide 
the care that vulnerable people in our communities 
need.”

Styling changes and new R 


THE Volkswagen Beetle is a genuine mo¬ 
toring icon. It’s one of a handful of cars that, 
in the 20th Century, brought motoring to 
the masses as more than 20 million exam¬ 
ples of the original Beetle were sold around 
the world. And when it was reborn in 1998 
as the New Beetle, a further million sales 
brought the Beetle’s distinctive character 
to a new generation. 

In 2011 the ‘New’ moniker was dropped 
and the Beetle comprehensively 
redesigned. Its new shape was lower 
and wider, with a longer bonnet, and the 
Beetle’s more sporting and masculine 
stance captured the world's imagination all 
over again. 

Now, this latest iteration of perhaps the 
best loved Volkswagen is being refreshed, 
with changes that include a more sculptured 
body and a fresh interior design. The styling 
enhancements and new options further en¬ 
rich the appeal and value that is inherent in 
Volkswagen’s Beetle range, which is avail¬ 
able in coupe and cabriolet forms and, with 
the new Beetle Dune, as a crossover. 

The styling changes comprise sharpened 
lines for the front bumpers, while larger 
openings around the indicator and fog light 
surrounds give extra depth to the car’s ap¬ 
pearance. Meanwhile, the new Beetle R- 
Line trim has a more sporty bumper design 
unique to that model. It features extra air 
intake openings along the upper edge of 
the bumper. 

On the inside, the Volkswagen Beetle’s 
distinctive cabin has brighter instrument 
panel lighting and new dials and dash 


styling for the Design and R-Line models. 
New upholstery materials bring further 
styling options. 

In the new range the Beetle R-Line re¬ 
places the previous Sport trim level. The R- 
Line will be available with Volkswagen’s 
powerful 2.0-litre TD1150 PS diesel engine 
and a choice of either six-speed manual or 
six-speed DSG transmission. 

The new Beetle R-Line also boasts sports 
suspension, 18-inch ‘Twister’ alloy wheels, 
and the unique new R-Line bumper. It is 
also available with a new alloy wheel design, 
the 18-inch ‘Ashmie Adamantium', at no 
extra cost. 

Whichever wheels are chosen, the sporty 
finish of the Beetle R-Line is enhanced fur¬ 
ther with a body-coloured rear diffuser and 
chromed twin exhausts. And the R-Line’s 
exterior styling is developed with gloss 
black door mirrors and door protectors. Of 
course an R-Line specification Beetle 
wouldn't be complete without a rear tail¬ 
gate spoiler. 

Clearly Volkswagen’s designers have 
worked diligently to enhance the external 
look of the modern Beetle but, inside the 
car, the traditional Volkswagen driver-fo¬ 
cused design remains. In the R-Line this 
starts with ‘Sports’ instrument dials, while 
the pedals are trimmed in aluminium and 
the scuff plates feature the distinctive R- 
Line logo. 

The quality of the interior is evidenced by 
the leather-trimmed three-spoke multi¬ 
function steering wheel, which has an R- 
Line badge insert and coloured stitching

too. The seats are finished in ‘Kyalami’ cloth 
and the R-Line badge is resplendent in the 
headrests. Height and lumbar adjustment 
add to the comfort of the seats. 

Finally, 2Zone climate control with auto¬ 
matic air recirculation, ambient lighting, 
front and rear parking sensors and cruise 
control increase the technology that is 
standard on the Beetle R-Line. 

In addition to the debut of the R-Line 
trim, a new option pack is available for the 
Beetle Design. The Black Style Pack in¬ 
cludes 17-inch ‘Rotor’ black alloy wheels 
and a black painted roof. The air intake grille 
is also coloured black, as are the outside 
decorative trim stripes. The protective side 
moulding is painted black and has a 
chromed strip, while the wing mirror hous¬ 


ing is painted black. All of this extra equip¬ 
ment costs just E625 1 . 

The Beetle of course has a wide array of 
personalisation options to match the indi¬ 
vidual customer’s choice. Outside, two 
new pearlescent-effect colours are avail¬ 
able: ‘Bottle Green' and ‘White Silver’. The 
interior colours can also be changed, with 
the dash centre console and steering wheel 
inserts of the Design trim now being of¬ 
fered in a choice of Sandstorm Yellow, Tor¬ 
nado Red, Habanera Orange or Pure White 
for £125. 

Interior lighting colour, too, can be 
changed depending on customer prefer¬ 
ence, when the ‘Fender’ premium sound 
pack is purchased (£545). It also includes 
eight-speakers and a subwoofer. The body 


style of the Volkswagen Beetle is particu¬ 
larly receptive to changes in the wheel de¬ 
sign. For the daring, there is now even the 
option of fitting 17-inch ‘Orbit’ wheels in 
red: a £100 option on the Beetle Design. 

Recently the Beetle range was extended 
to include the rugged Beetle Dune, too. This 
charismatic new Volkswagen harks back to 
the famous Beetle dune buggies that 
roamed the West Coast of America in the 
1960s and 1970s, and Dune models also 
benefit from the upgrades.
